The State. 
_,icHMOND, September 21.—Mr. John §. 
nase, tho Mahone candidate, is getting him- 
eelf in hot water as he progresses with his can- 
vers, His denunciation of the eople of Dan- 
ville has been bitter, and whee he passed 
through that city a few days ago it waa feared 
that eome of the hot-headed citizens of that 
place would desl summerily with him, but 
noone noticed him.

sult. He suggested that they should settle the 
matter then. Mr. Wise declined, and, it is 
understocd, said that he would communicate 
with the doctor later. Mr. Wise inhis speech 
cu theday following omitted the Danville 
massacre portion much tothe surprise of his 
hearers. 

General Fitzhugh Lee is now riding across 
the country, sccompanied by large bands of 
mcunted men, who cali themselves the Fifth 
Lee cavalry.

COURT. 


ibe Murderess of a Wealthy Japeness O Mvial— 
Her Story of the Crime—Other Uriminail 
Nev~sand Wicked Doivgs ofthe Darker 
Sice of. Life— Murders and Accidbnts. 


Tae Hacve, Sepiember 21.—The trial of 
Jeanne Lorette for the murder of her lover, M. 
Sekureda, the late Japarcse charge d’efaires 
tix months sgo at Rotterdam, has filled this 
sleepy but pleasant little town with the near- 
est approsch to excitement of which the 
Duich ere tapable, The circumstances of the 
ceee were interesting enough 
to quicken the pulses of 
most phlegmatic. The murderess—self ac- 
cusec—is a ycung, unfortunate and beautiful 
victim. The Jepanese charge d’affaires was a 
Iecal lion, and the whole affair had a romantic 
charm, common enough in France, Spain or 
Italy, but rare in Holland. 
not tried bya jury in this country, but by 
judges, Tho criminal court was crowded. 

There was a buzz of curiosity as the prisoner 
entered. He loveliness far exceeded expecta- 
tion and won sympathy from every spectator. 
Jeanne Lorette ie barely twenty. She is tall 
and greceful, with speeking eyes, long auburn 
locks and a sweet little mouth. She was 
dressed in bleck, with a shawl carelessly 
crossed over her shoulders, g 

She answered the questions put to her with-’ 

out bravado or affectation, making no attempt 
to play the mertyr, and evidently feeling the 
sbeme and horror of her position acutely. She 
acmitted that before she became Sakurada’s 
nistress she had been beguiled by anold 
roue at eighteen. She was delivered of 
ao dead child a year later. She met 
M. Sakurada at Brussels, and, not*knowing he 
hed a wife and family in Japan, followed him 
to The Hague. M. Sakurada seems for atime 
to bave been passionately attached to his 
conquest, but gradually his ardor cooled and 
Jeene Lerette’s life became so unbearable that 
ebe often threatened tocommit suicide, and 
once actually wrote to aphysician asking 
“how ehe could oren an artery.” 

Abcnt this time she told a friend “‘ghe had 
bad enough of that devil of a Japanese.” Sep- 
aration wasieyentually agreed upon, but a few 
days after Jeanne repented at having con- 
seuted to it, burst into the Japanese legation 
aid vowed that unless Sakurada married her 
the would kill herself, On her return home 
she got out a revolver, ect her affairs in order 
ind made her will. In this documeat sac 
wrote: “My sufferings are too much for me, 
my position is too false. Ishould have to sep- 
arate from Sakurade, the man I[ have regard- 
edas my husband. Fourteen months ago | 
loathed him, but for six months past I have 
been porseeged by a strange love for this false, 
hypocritical Japanese; a love which will kill 
me. Life without him would be agony, wita 
him it is hell.” , 

The next day Jeanne again called at the 
€m bes and was turned away. Frenzied 
with rage, she bought a dagger. Her plans 
hed been changed. She was now bent on 
vergeance, though she had abandoned all 
idea of suicide. A week after, when Sakurada 
left The Hegue, she followed him and 
for a moment the lovers were reconciled, 
“Our ’mecting was affectionate,” said the 
priceoner. “We spent the night together 
n Rotiérpdsm at “the Hotei de iiviande.”’ 
That night she slept with a daggerand revo! 
ver under her pillow. In the morning she 
made a last appeal to Sakurada and declared 
that unless he promised to wed her she would 
killhim. He refused, and Jeanne, who dex 
clercs she was terribly excited, drew the re 
velver out and shot himin bed. Hedied the 
eamec evening. Whenhis assassin saw him 
lifeless ehe went into hysterics and shrieked: 
“Oh! wretch that lam! Pity, pity! I have 
killed him!” 

Both before and after her arrest she at- 
tempted snicide, but without success. A dra- 
matic scene ccecurred in the court when the 
priconer hadended her story. The public 
prosecutor produced a revolver. At sight of 
the weapon Jeanne uttered a loud cry, threw 
up her srms and fe)l fainting, and for some 
minutes the proceedings were interrupted.

The 
fenitary cflicials are attacked by the peopls 
every time they attempt to disinfect house, 
wherethe disease prevails, and they meet 
with great difficulty in carrying on their 
work. 

King Humbert has sent a dispatch to Paler- 
mo expressing great sympathy for the suffer- 
ing people. His majesty bas also sent $19,009 
to be distributed among them and places his 
villa Favorita at the disposal of the sufferers, 
ard exhorts the people to show their courage 
and calmnees during the trying ordeal through 
which they are now passing. 

Six new cases of choleraand three deaths 
from the disease were reported in Parma 
during the last twenty-four hours, and at 
Ravigno two rew cases and one death during 
the same period. 

The cholera is spreading in Sicily, and the 
situation is becoming serious. Every towa is 
cordoned ard conflicts between the populace 
snd the militery sre continually occurring, 
srd many persons have been wounded.

It 
does its work eo rapidiy and effectually that 
in twenty-four hours after taking it the hog is 
dead. It affects its victim in a horrible man- 
ner, the joints become stiil, the flanks hollow, 
the hide shrivels up and the flesh drops piese- 
meal from about the head and legs. 

Torrxa, Kaneas, Sevtember 2!1.—Concern- 
ing the prevalence of the hog cholera in Kaa- 
ras, the stete veterinarian says that there are 
thirty counties in that state infected by the 
heg cholera. This year the disease is more 
prevalent then at any time within the history 
of the state, and the losses will uadoubtedly 
reach $100,000 or more. 

CATTLE SUFFERING FROM FEVER. 

DeQvory, lll., September 21.—During the 
last few days 2 number of herds in this locali- 
ty bave become afilicted with the mysterious 
maledy which today was diagnosed as Toxas 
fevcr.

Whyshould not the 
railroada,prather than the commission, first fix 
them’ Who more competent’ Who better able to 
determine the particularities and reqnirements 
ineach case’ It is so clearly evident that superior 
knowledge is required for such work, that 
we can eécarcely credit the report that a 
member of the commission, in a speech 
before the joint committee of the house and 
senate, lest autumn, declared that ‘“‘all this talk 
about the nocestsity of ea perts was nousense.’’ that 
“aby man of good common sense could learn the 
whole thing in a week or ten days.”’ lithe com- 
mission, as at whole, acted on this idea, no wonder 
tbe rajlroacs bave found cause for complaint, 
Then, in the matter ef appeal, thereis no reason 
why, if either theshipper or the railroad is not 
sulted, the 00m niission’s lecision 
should rot be subject to re- 
view. At present there is practically no check 
to the action of the board; but with the power to 
enforce a cy, the board wonld of a necessity 
have to guided more by the judicial 
phase of a question, and uot by prejudices 
or political considerations. Very ukely the mere 
evactment of a provision giving such remedy, 
will serveto change the situation, and the courts 
may only infrequently be called upon for their 
aid. We sre aware thatthe commissioners raise 
the extraordinary claim that the legislature ex- 
bausted its constitutional powers in passing the 
actcreating the board, and that the making o! 
ail ature changes and regulations was conferred 
upon them end their successors iu office by an 
Lirevocable power of attorney; but we imagine 
that this will not be a bar to the passage of 
ainencatory laws. nor to their execution either. 

©horn Of its unnecessary aud extra judicial 
fupetions, wethink the commission could and 
wold OO more good than it has been doing. Con. 
\c mj) Crayy history shows that state commissions, 
endowed with merely advisory functions, are best 
for the state, best for the railroads, aud best for 
the community. The admonitions of com 
missionsso constituted, if well grounded, are sure 
to be beeded by the railroads. And if uot heeded 
the commission can easily report to the legisianture 
what amendments of existing law are necessary 
to give them effect. In this way the public gets 
ail the bevefits that a commission can confer 
witbout oe any of the abuses that unlimited 
snd unrestiicted contro! permits. 

On their own account, therefore, as well as In 
the interest of justice to the railroads, we think 
that ibe amendments proposed shouid find favor 
with the Georgia legislators. It is teo late in the 
dey to urge that railroad property is 2s much en- 
tit:ed to protection as any other class of ’ 
and that capital will not venture into Palatine 
where it is not secure against attack. For several

Keden’s Bicck Considerably Damaged —The 
Fire Department. 

Breuimcuam, Ala., September 21.—[{S pecial.] 
This morning ut baif past eight o’clock fire 
broke outin asleeping room on the second 
floor of the Roden block, on Second avenue, 
and beiore it was extinguished destroyed over 
ae thousend dollars worth of property.

John B. Roden, 
bookseller, was the heaviest loser. His stock 
was worth $20,000 and was insured for $10,000. 
Dameged over $15,000. B. F. Roden, grocer, 
dameged $1,000, fully insured. Mayberry 
« Ashford, paints, oi] and wallpaper, were 
damaged $1,500, fully insured. Louts Sax 
carried $23,000 of clothing and was insured for 
$12,500. His losses will amount probably to 
the amount of his insurance. Sol Leri, a 
crockery dealer, was insured for $1,009, jonly 
slightly damaged. Damages to the buildings 
will amount to about $2,500, which is also 
covered by insurance.
